State legislatures In this eeuntry appear to he threatened 
as much by their o wn internal weaknesses as hv the po werful 
pull o f federal centrali7 atio n. 
They are sho t thro ugh with flaws which lead so me ex perts 
In state affairs to questio n their capacity to deal with this era’s 
engulfing wav e o f new pro blems. Need fo r refo rm is beco ming 


urgent. 
With co mplex ities spilling all m er the landscape, .10 o f the 
50 state legislatures meet o nly eiery o ther y ear fo r fix ed peri­ 
o ds of ,10 to 00 day s. 
In Si o f the 50 states the av erage y early salary fo r legis­ 
lato rs is a measly $2,500. New Hampshire pay s $100 a man. A 
Mary land lawmaker figures his salary , measured against wo rk­ 
time, co mes to abo ut 50 cents an ho ur. Here and there secre­ 
taries make mo re mo ney than their legislativ e bo sses. 
Lawmaking at the state lev el Is co nsequently a part-time 
J o b. Acco rding to o ne appraiser, o nly New "\o rk and ( alifo mia 
co me clo se to giv ing the o ccupatio n decent status. Say s he: 
“ The J o b sho uld he a v o catio n, no t an « lo catio n.” 
The legislato rs’ part-time status pro duces an o ften grav ely 
harmful o ffsho o t—co nflict o f interest between the public busi­ 
ness and the lawmakers’ priv ate labo rs. 
Ex pert judgment is that few states hav e the laws they need 
to regulate co nflicts o f interest. 
Insufficient pay is far fro m the o nly sign o f skimpy suppo rt 
fo r state legislato rs. They lack trained staff perso nnel to re­ 
search Issues pro perly —and ev en steno graphic help to handle 
their mail. 
Relativ ely few states pro v ide them with priv ate o ffice space 
unless they happen to he co mmittee chairmen. Usually the law­ 
makers use co mmunal o ffice space o r o perate fro m their cham­ 
ber desks, the capito l co rrido rs, ev en telepho ne bo o ths. 
This hardly seems the wav to v alidate the o ld anti-R ashing* 
to n battle cry that “ lawmakers at the state and lo cal lev el can 
do a better J o h o f handling the natio n’s pro blems as they arise 
In the field.” 
Ev en state legislativ e co mmittees are cramped fo r space. 
The Orego n legislature has 40 co mmittee« but just 14 co mmittee 
ro o ms. 
Mo st o f these state legislatures are x lctimi/ed hy decrepit 
state co nstitutio ns which hav e no t been mo dernized fo r decades 
o r lo nger. 
Aside fro m the fiv e state* which were added to the flag in 
this century , o nly » ev en—Alabama, Geo rgia. Lo uisiana. Michi­ 
gan. Misso uri. New J ersey and Virginia—hav e ado pted new 
co nstitutio ns since 1000. Virginia’s (1002) Is the o ldest o f these, 
Michigan’s (1004 ) the y o ungest and ro o st tho ro ughly mo dem. 
The co nstitutio ns o f Vermo nt. New Hampshire and Massa­ 
chusetts go hack to the late 18th century . Ano ther fo ur fall In 
the first half o f the 10th century . 
One seaso ned student o f state matters o bserv es: 
“ It sho uld no t be tho ught that state legislato rs like the mess 
and squalo r they are in. The reco rd is full o f their effo rts to 
get o ut o f it. 
“ But their perfo rmance and their image is so had it de­ 
stro y s mo st effo rts at refo rm. The pubile simply has no co n­ 
fidence in them.” 
The circle, then. Is v icio us. Vo ters frequently decline to ap­ 
pro v e lo nger and mo re regular sessio ns and o ther changes 
needed to upgrade legislatures. Their attitude: “ If they nev er 
met. we'd be better o ff.” 
So me pro gress is nev ertheless o ccurring. Twenty legislature« 
meet annually no w, as against just fo ur a generatio n ago . Co n­ 
stitutio nal refo rm is being pushed in sev eral states. 
Yet the race “ against Washingto n” demands impro v ement 
at a pace far faster than presently ev ident.
